The DSS superintendent 
po inted o ut the bed ca pa city 
a t DSS is 1 ,905 a nd tha t mini­ 
mum sta nda rds esta blished 
by the America n Asso cia tio n 
fo r Menta l Reta rda tio n sta te 
there sho uld be 3,700 em­ 
plo y es fo r 3,000 residents a nd 
2 ,75 1 emplo y es fo r a po pula ­ 
tio n o f 2 ,000. 
Edelson said changes at DSS 
hav e already had an effect on 
Dix on and the su rrou nding 
area. 
He recalled the p op u lation of 
Dix on inclu des the residents of 
DSS and that a decline in insti­ 
tu tional p op u lation redu ces the 
city ’s p op u lation. 
Edelso n no ted tha t bo th mo ­ 
to r fuel ta x refunds a nd the 
sha ring o f sta te inco me ta x 
with municipa lities a re ba sed 
o n po pula tio n fig ures. 
The p relim inary 1970 censu s, 
Edelson p ointed ou t, lists Lee 
Cou nty ’s p op u lation at 37,5 95 , 
down from 38 ,749 in 1960, and 
that Dix on’s p op u lation drop p ed 
from 19,5 65 to 18 ,05 7 du ring the 
1960s. 
The DSS p op u lation stood at 
3,48 5 when the censu s was taken 
and now there are 2,9% institu - 
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tion residents, cau sing a fu rther 
drop of 48 9 in Dix on and Lee 
Cou nty p op u lations. 
If DSS po pula tio n sinks to 
2 ,000 by mid-1 9 72 , Dix o n a nd 
Lee Co unty will sho w a lo ss o f 
1,48 5 perso ns since 1 970. 
City fathers can b e thankfu l 
another censu s will not b e taken 
for nine y ears or state refu nds 
of motor fu el tax es and income 
tax es wou ld b e redu ced sooner. 
Loss of sales tax refu nds will b e 
felt immediately . 
Edelson fu rther rep orted DSS

The first of sev en new concep t 
facilities to care for the retard­ 
ed was op ened last su mmer in 
Park Forest. It is a 400-b ed fa­ 
cility , comp osed of 5 0 cottages 
which look v ery mu ch like any 
new home in any middle-class 
neighb orhood. 
There are eight residents to 
each cottage and each resi­ 
dence has its own kitchen and 
dining room and b edrooms for 
two p ersons. 
Edelso n repo rted the Pa rk 
Fo rest fa cility co st a bo ut $9 
millio n to co nstruct a nd tha t 
its a nnua l o pera ting budg et is 
a bo ut $9 millio n. 
At the dedication of the su b u r­ 
b an institu tion, Edelson q u oted 
Gov . Ogilv ie as say ing, “We are 
at the b eginning of the end of a 
centu ry of neglect of mentally 
retarded 
indiv idu als 
in 
Illi­ 
nois.” 
The DSS ex ecu tiv e later q u ot­ 
ed the gov ernor as commenting, 
“We are not meeting the chal­ 
lenge to p rov ide adeq u ate care 
for the mentally retarded with 
the old ov ercrowded institu tions 
at Dix on and at Lincoln.”

U.S. may 
attempt 
more raids 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States is keep ing its op ­ 
tions op en on the p ossib ility of 
more commando raids to free 
American p risoners sim ilar to 
the daring b u t fru itless weekend 
mission ju st 23 miles from Ha­ 
noi, 
according 
to 
Pentagon 
sou rces. 
In describ ing the almost fic­ 
tion-like raid to newsmen Mon­ 
day , Secretary of Defense Mel­ 
v in R. Laird said the comman­ 
dos were sent far b ey ond the 
North Vietnamese b order b e­ 
cau se of fru strated dip lomatic 
efforts to free cap tiv e Ameri­ 
cans. 
“We shall continu e to make 
ev ery effort to free ou r p rison­ 
ers,” Laird said du ring a news 
conference. “This mission, this 
daring mission ...,” he went 
on, “does show ou r dedication to 
these men and we will do ev ery ­ 
thing that we can in ou r p ower 
to accomp lish their early re­ 
lease.” 
When 
asked 
later 
if this 
m eant more raids, the Pentagon 
sou rce declined to ru le them 
ou t, say ing officials weren’t 
closing the door on the p ossib ili­ 
ty . 
Laird himself had hinted at 
p ossib le sim ilar tactics in the 
fu tu re du ring his op ening re­ 
m arks Monday when he told of 
p rep aring contingency p lans for 
commando raids in the face of 
Hanoi’s refu sal to negotiate the 
POW issu e. 
L aird’s descrip tion of the Sat­ 
u rday raid—made ev en more 
dram atic b y the p resence of the 
com m ando 
le a d e r—cau ght 
newsmen b y total su rp rise as he 
related how' sp ecially trained 
Army and Air Force v olu nteers 
flew helicop ters throu gh enemy 
fire in p ost-midnight darkness 
to land right in the su sp ected 
p risoner of war comp ou nd. 
“ Regrettab ly the rescu e team 
discov ered the camp had re­ 
cently b een v acated,” Laird 
said in solemn tones. “No p ris­ 
oners were located.” Bu t, he 


went on, “If there had b een 
p risoners in the comp ou nd at 
Son Tay , they wou ld b e free 
men today .” 
Laird said he ordered the raid 
with the knowledge and b lessing 
of President Nix on after receiv ­ 
ing new information “that some 
of ou r men were dy ing in p ris­ 
oner of war cam p s.” 
The u ndercov er mission was 
the first mou nted to lib erate a 
POW camp in North Vietnam, 
althou gh, as Laird indicated, 
helicop ters hav e often flown 
north of the demilitarized zone 
to rescu e downed American p i­ 
lots. 
In sp ite of Laird’s dou r de­ 
scrip tion of the danger facing 
U.S. p risoners held b y Hanoi 
and his fear for their liv es, the 
commando raid, p lu s the earlier 
disclosu res of U.S. retaliatory 
b omb ing of antiaircraft sites*, 
set off some of the angriest Seri­ 
ate deb ate since early su mmer. 


War p olicy critics reacted 
with su rp rise and skep ticism, 
and asked whether the adminis­ 
tration has giv en u p on negotiat­ 
ing the p risoners’ release. 
Defending 
the 
adm inistra­ 
tion’s action. Sen. Rob ert Dole, 
R-Kan., said the negotiations 
hav e failed. 
Immediately , it was asked 
whether

The White Hou se answered:

Cost of living jump 
is highest in 6 months 


WASHINGTON (U PI)— President Nix on’s hop es of 
cu rb ing inflation took a heav y b low today when the gov ­ 
ernment rep orted liv ing costs ju mp ed b y six -tenths of 1 
p er cent in Octob er. 
TTie increase—du e mainly to higher p rices for cars, 
clothing, gasoline and consu mer serv ices—was the high­ 
est since Ap ril and p u t consu mer p rices 5 .9 p er cent higher 
than a y ear ago. 
The Octob er ju mp comp ared with a 0.4 increase in 
Sep temb er and 0.2 p er cent in Au gu st, cited b y adm inis­ 
tration officials at that time as a sign that Nix on’s anti-in­ 
flation p olicies were working. 
On a seasonally adju sted b asis, the consu mer p rice 
rise in Octob er was 0.5 p er cent, the same as in Sep temb er 
b u t largér than the 0.3 p er cent increase in Au gu st. 
TTie higher consu mer p rices comb ined with a drop in 
weekly earnings of rank and file p rodu ction workers to 
drop their real earning p ower 0.8 p er cent b elow the Sep ­ 
tem b er lev el and 2.0 p er cent u nder a y ear ago. 
Gross weekly earnings drop p ed 33 cents to $121.03 b e­ 
cau se of a 0.1-hou r redu ction in the av erage work week. 
Real sp endab le earnings — take-home p ay ex p ressed in 
195 7-5 9 dollars to reflect consu mer p rice changes — av er­ 
aged 64 cents lower for a worker with three dep endents, 
falling to $77.04. 
The Lab or Dep artment’s Bu reau of Lab or Statistics 
said p rices of commodities other than food rose 0.6 p er 
cent in Octob er, twice the u su al rate for that month, b u t 
food p rices declined 0.2 p er cent inclu ding a 0.3 p er cent 


decline for food in su p erm arkets. 
The cost of consu mer serv ices went u p 0.5 p er cent, 
slightly less than in Sep temb er and ab ou t in line with the 
monthly av erage for the last six months. 
Bu t the cost of transp ortation shot u p 1.9 p er cent du r­ 
ing the m onth. This inclu ded a 5 .4 p er cent increase in new 
car p rices, a 2.3 p er cent adv ance in u sed car p rices and a 
1.3 p er cent increase in gasoline p rices. 
The cost of clothing and its u p keep went u p 0.9 p er 
cent, inclu ding a 1.3 p er cent adv ance for women’s and 
girls’ ap p arel. 
Residential rents, home mortgaging and m aintenance 
costs and electric b ills were resp onsib le for mu ch of the 
increase in hou sehold serv ices costs. 
The decline in food p rices was p aced b y a 5 p er cent 
decline in egg p rices and a 1.3 p er cent increase in p rices 
of fru its and v egetab les. Prices for m eats, p ou ltry and fish 
went down 0.8 p er cent b u t dairy p rodu cts went u p 0.5 p er 
cent du e mainly to higher p rices for fresh milk.

Newspapers have done such a good 
job of alerting the public to the prob­ 
lems of pollution and misuse of natural 
resources that they have found them­ 
selves under the scrutiny of conserva­ 
tionists. 
Some are alarmed by the fact that 
vast forests are wiped out to produce 
the nearly 10 million tons of newsprint 
this country consumes each year. Oth­ 
ers say that castoff newspapers are a 
waste and a strain on disposal facili­ 
ties. 
The Newsprint Information Coun­ 
cil, composed of a group of Canadian 
newsprint mills, has checked into the 
allegations. (Canada supplies about 
two-thirds of all newsprint used in the 
United States.) 
The committee confirms that it 
takes about 17 trees to make one ton of 
newsprint. But because forests are run 
on a sustained-yield basis, the annual 
harvest, plus ail losses to fire, insects 
and disease, is less than half the annual 
growth. 
Cited were the forsts of the Tribune 
Co., owner of a string of newspapers, 
including two of the largest in the 
world. These forests have just marked 
a half-century of turning out increas­ 
ingly larger harvests of wood for the 
Chicago Tribune, New York Daily 
News and others. They currently pro­ 
duce about 550,000 tons of newsprint 
annually and could continue at this 
rate or better in perpetuity. 
“ Like wheat,’’ says the committee’s 
publication, Newsprint Facts, “ trees 
for newsprint are a renewable crop, al­ 
though with a much longer growth cy­ 
cle. 
“ Cutting down 17 trees merely 


makes room for 17 other trees to grow. 
Frequently they are better, straighter, 
fatter trees, more economically har­ 
vested.” 
As for disposing of yesterday’s 
newspaper, the Midwest Research In­ 
stitute in Kansas City, Mo., puts the 
average newspaper content of house­ 
hold garbage at about 6.6 per cent. 
Sanitation officials consider newspa­ 
pers one of the less troublesome ele­ 
ments of their job. 
But shouldn’t old newspapers be re­ 
cycled and used again to conserve 
woodlands resources? 
In fact, some 2.3 million tons of old 
newspapers are being recycled an­ 
nually. They are made into cartons, 
wallboard and other products. 
“ Recycling is an excellent idea 
where it makes economic sense,” says 
Newsprint Facts. However, collection 
plans which are set up before there is a 
market for reclaimed paper can result 
in waste of taxpayers’ money and the 
time and effort of conscientious citi­ 
zens. 
One such drive in San Francisco 
produced so much paper that the bot­ 
tom dropped out of the wastepaper 
market. It cost the city of Madison, 
Wis., about $28,000 to collect 1,000 tons 
of bundled newspapers in the first year 
of a special program. 
It’s quite likely that someday vir­ 
tually all used paper will be recycled 
as better methods of reclaiming it are 
developed and as demand for news­ 
print and other paper products in­ 
creases. 
In the meantime, it’s good to know 
that we are in no danger of printing 
ourselves out of forests. 


Only in U.S. 


Not infrequently, there is meatier 
reading in the letters-to-the-editor sec­ 
tion of a newspaper than in the adja­ 
cent editorial column. 


An example is a letter that ap­ 
peared in the New York Times the oth­ 
er day in response to a story about how 
the self-styled “ street people” have re­ 
jected American society and its phony 
values. 


Far from breaking away from soci­ 
ety, fired back one reader, the street 
people are firmly rooted in it. 


“ They could not exist without a 
rich, 
sated, 
laissez-faire capitalist 
United States,” wrote Otto F. Reiss of 
New' York. 
“ In a less-abundant economy, the 
drones would find it impossible to se­ 
cure free food and ‘crash pads,’ cheap 
jalopies and free hitchhiking—let alone 
spending money to satisfy their addic­ 
tions, for they certainly need cash to 
pay the drug merchants. 
“ When they say they have rejected 
bourgeois values, it’s as if acne were 
saying it has rejected the face.” 


Shoc k e d oy s te r c a pe r 


Oyster lovers can take heart, says 
the National Marine Fisheries Service 
of the U.S. Department of Commerce. 
A major problem of the oyster industry 
has been solved—how to open the stub­ 
born things. 
Most oysters are opened or shucked 
by hand, a difficult, time-consuming 
and sometimes dangerous job. Re­ 
searchers with the fisheries service in 
Gloucester, Mass., decided to apply 
scientific know-how to the problem. 
They tried vacuums, electric shock, 
ultrasonic vibrations and chemicals, 
all without much success. Then they 
tried microwave energy, which is com­ 
monly used in restaurants for heating 
and cooking certain foods. 


They found that by placing oysters 
in a microwave oven and exposing 
them to just the right amount of ener­ 
gy—but not enough to cook them—the 
oysters stopped clamming up. Taste 
experts couldn’t tell the microwave- 
opened oysters from normally shucked 
raw oysters. 
The oven works on other hard-to- 
open shellfish, such as ocean quahogs, 
hard clams, sea musselles, surf clams 
and bay scallops. 
The result, when ovens are installed 
in processing plants, will be a savings 
of about one-third on labor costs, in­ 
creased production, lower accident 
rates and a product free from shell 
fragments.

SAN FRANCISCO— Whatever 
the capita statistics may show, 
one way or another, California 
gives the impression of being 
the most prosperous and the 
busiest state in the union. True, 
it has been hit by the cutback in 
defense spending, but this 
should be temporary unless the 
Nixon administration contrib­ 
utes to national suicide by para­ 
lyzing our military muscle. 
PERH A PS California may be 
going through a Great Depres­ 
sion, but an admittedly unscien­ 
tific look from south to north in­ 
dicates that most of the state’s 
population doesn’t know about 
it. Notice that I say “ most” —a 
highly important qualifier. For 
aside from those who are genu­ 
inely in need, there are others 
who clamor for the extension of 
welfare coverage, though Cali­ 
fornia is among the more gener­ 
ous bestowers of such aid. That 
generosity costs the state’s tax­ 
payer $2.11 billion a year, a sum 
that goes to 16 per cent of the 
nation’s welfare recipients, or 
1.9 million people. 
IN' LOS A N G ELES County, 
the welfare load is reported at 
800,000 and growing at the rate 
of some 12,000 a month. Yet 
some would like to triple the 
number of people on welfare in 
the state, which would give 
California more than 36 per cent 
of the national total. Notice 
again that these demands do not 
come from a poor and indus­ 
trially backward state like, let 
us say, Mississippi. 
IS IT ANY wonder that ha­ 
rassed state officials are con­ 
vinced that 
“ poverty law­ 
yers” — a new and ubiquitous 
breed of legal cat— and “ wel­ 
fare rights” groups are trying 
to wreck the state’s welfare 
program? A breakdown would, 
of course, not hurt the welfare 
cheaters who now number near­ 
ly 16 per cent, an estimate that 
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is considered “ conservative” at 
the State Social Welfare Board. 
Certainly, it would cause little 
hardship to those with “ high 
outside income” who still re­ 
ceive welfare. But it would 
bring crisis and chaos in the 
state, which is clearly what the 
“ welfare activists” would like 
to see. It would also have politi­ 
cal repercussions which these 
activists would enjoy. 
THE PROBLEM for Califor­ 
nia, as elsewhere, is that reform 
of the welfare system is well 
nigh impossible without a major 
overhaul of the patchwork wel­ 
fare programs of the federal 
government and some second 
thoughts by the federal courts, 
from district to Supreme. This 
is not likely to come about so 
long as Congress thinks in 
terms of re-election rather than 
a fair, efficient, and viable sys­ 
tem. It would also require some 
hard-nosed governors able to 
control their legislatures— a 
tremendously big order. 
THE MAJOR problem, how­ 
ever, is not rules, regulations, 
and the machinery to carry 
them out. A change of popular 
attitude is far more to the point, 
and given the manner in which 
the media report on welfare 
problems, this is not likely in 
the near future. Once upon a 
time, welfare— it was then 
more accurately called relief— 
was thought of as a temporary 
helping hand to those who found 
themselves out of work and in 
economic difficulties. Today it 
has become a way of life— and 
in some urban concentrations, 
there are families that have 
been “ on welfare” for two or 
three generations. 
W ELFA RE officials here in 
California, and around the 
country as well, complain that 
once a person or family goes on 
welfare, it often becomes a per­ 
manent condition. Outside in­ 
come, the availability of em- 
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ployment, the refusal of mar­ 
ried and unmarried fathers to 
support their own children— 
none of these factors are taken 
into consideration. When Gov. 
Ronald Reagan— to name but 
one state chief executive— tries 
to work them into the welfare 
equation, he is accused of being 
hard-hearted or worse. 
SOMETHING, however, will 
have to give— and if the welfare 
activists succeed in destroying 
the present system, they may 
also succeed in forcing Con­ 
gress and the voter to face up to 
the facts. When 
12 million 
Americans nationally are re­ 
ceiving welfare payments, 
something must be distinctly 
wrong in measuring need and 
eligibility. That figure far ex­ 
ceeds the sum of the unem­ 
ployed and 
the 
“ unemploy­ 
ables“ — those who for reasons 
of age, blindness, or other disa­ 
bility are unable to work— a 
fact to be pondered.

WASHINGTON (N EA)— The 
mayor of a large city in Com­ 
munist eastern Europe was 
talking to a U.S. diplomat in the 
mayor’s office. What struck the 
American was the Red official’s 
preoccupation with our im­ 
mense world lead in the new 
technologies— and especially 
in computers. 
WITH AMAZING candor, the 
mayor correctly characterized 
that lead as growing and as put­ 
ting the rest of the world—but 
most particularly the Commun­ 
ist countries—at a deepening 
disadvantage. 
HIS RESPONSES were a 
mixture of admiration, wonder­ 
ment and very serious concern. 
He could not see how his coun­ 
try, in concert with other Iron 
Curtain lands and the Soviet 
Union itself, could do anything 
but fall farther and farther be­ 
hind the United States. 
IT WAS PLAIN, too, that the 
mayor regards high develop­ 
ment in computers and related 
knowledge devices as critical to 
any kind of hopeful approach by 
men—irrespective of ideology— 
to the smothering problems that 
are already upon us or can be 
foreseen. 
MY CONVERSATIONS in 
Europe this summer suggest 
that the Red mayor has plenty 
of company both behind and on 
this side of the Iron Curtain. 
And some of our thoughtful 
writers, like Peter Drucker and 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, have re­ 
cently penned books which 
focus intensely on the “ knowl­ 
edge explosion” and our pre­ 
eminent role in it. 
OF COURSE, neither the So­ 
viet Union nor its satellites can 
openly acknowledge the yawn­ 
ing gulf searating us from them 
in this field. Indeed, in an unsur­ 
prising effort at put-down, the 
Kremlin gave to one Z. Yuryev, 
in the youth-oriented magazine 
Komsomolskaya, the task of at­ 
tacking Brzezinski. Comrade 
Yuryev’s sputtering barrage 
failed totally. 
THE FACTS are incredible. 
We operate some 80 per cent of 
all the computers in the world. 
By probably no coincidence, it 
is estimated that America has 
originated about 80 per cent of 
all scientific and technical dis­ 
coveries in the last few decades. 
We have a big advantage in the 
use of potent lasers, and the In­ 
ternational Atomic Energy 
Agency says that by 1975 we will 
most likely be using more nuc­ 
lear power for peaceful pur­ 


poses than the next 11 most 
populous nations combined. 
U.S. COMPUTERS in use 
here may have gone past 70 ,0 0 0 
in number. Defense, space and 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
account for only about 10 per 
cent of this total. Russia’s publ- 
lic embarrassment is under­ 
standable—its 
non-military 
computer total is estimated at 
somewhere between 2,000 and 
3,500 (as of 1966), roughly the 
same as the number in much 
less populous Japan or West 
Germany or even the United 
Kingdom. 
WHAT SEEM ED to stagger 
the eastern European mayor 
was not just this gross disparity 
of humbers. He showed a 
sophisticated awareness of our 
swift advancement to higher 
“ generations” of computers, 
and found this the hardest thing 
to swallow. 
WE HAVE plunged heavily 
into the “ third generation,” 
meaning we are producing and 
using computers whose mini­ 
aturized circuity is so complex 
that a given device may pour 
out millions upon millions of 
calculations in small fractions 
of a second. 
DRUCKER, IN his celebrated 
book, “ The Age of Discon­ 
tinuity,” figures this country 
will need one million new com­ 
puter programmers in the next 
15 years, not to mention another 
500,000 systems engineers and 
designers and other specialists 
drawing on the computer’s out­ 
put. 
THERE IS no use trying to 
stop all this. Radicals’ bombs 
have smashed a few computers 
but they are not even a ripple on 
the tide. As we can see, the Reds 
don’t want to stop us but to 
catch up. 
W E ARE IN this realm the 
envy of the globe. This makes 
new political and psychological 
problems for us abroad. Yet, 
notwithstanding foreign and do­ 
mestic critics’ blasts against 
the huge force of our technolo­ 
gies, Brzezinski echoes practi­ 
cal leaders everywhere when he 
says, in “ Between Two Ages,” 
that “ the United States is the 
innovative and creative society 
of today.” 
THE SCIENCE explosion he 
finds “ the most rapidly expand­ 
ing aspect of our entire reality.” 
What we need, I suggest, is a 
way of sharing it with other peo­ 
ples more fully, and a way of 
mastering its vast effects as we 
never did those of the simpler, 
cruder industrial revolution.

“ Sesame Street” is an educa­ 
tional television program for 3- 
to 5-year-old youngsters, but 
what it has done and what it 
promises are important to all of 
us. 
IT USES puppets, cartoons, 
all manner of simple but ap­ 
pealing visual devices to assist 
the fundamental learning proc­ 
ess. R employs numbers, let­ 
ters, forms and shapes, the re­ 
lationships of amounts, size and 
distance, elemental information 
about the human body. 
TRIBUTES TO its success 
are numerous—many awards, 
the launching of a second year 
of programing, its developing 
export to 26 foreign countries, 
its planned expansion into the 7- 
to 10-age bracket in the 19 71-72 
season. 
THE REA LLY big thing is 
that professional testing shows 
it is working. By midseason last 
year it was reaching an audi­ 
ence of six to seven million 
viewers, most of them disad­ 
vantaged children in the na­ 
tion’s inner cities which are the 
principal targets. 
MORE 
V ITA L still, 
the 
skilled evaluation showed that 
children who watched “ Sesame 
Street” learned more than those 
who did not—and this was true 
for the inner-city disadvan­ 
taged, for advantage suburban 
children, for those isolated in 
rural areas, even for those 
whose first language is not Eng­ 
lish. 
THOSE WHO watched the 
show the most made the best 
gains, to the point where the 
disadvantaged who watched 
frequently achieved progress 
surpassing that of middle-class 
children who watched infre­ 
quently. And, interstingly, im­ 
pressionable 3-year-olds made 
better gains than older young­ 
sters. 
C H ILD REN who watched 
most and thus leaned the most 
tended to have mothers who 
watched Ihe show with them 
and often discussed it with 
them. 
A HIGH proportion of young 
viewers watched 
“ Sesame 
Street ” at home, but some got to 


see it as part of their classroom 
study. 
THE TESTERS, hence, inev 
itably asked teachers what they 
thought about it. Many admired 
its effectiveness, but some 
questioned its appropriateness 
for classroom use. Certair 
teachers “ felt strongly that the 
show took up valuable time thal 
could better be given to othei 
activities,” said the testers’ re 
port. 
“ LIK E WHAT?“ is a fail 
question for such teachers, ir 
the light of the program’s dem 
onstrated value. It sounds as il 
some teachers are simply an 
noyed at evidence a crucia 
stage of the learning process 
can go onN without much help 
from them. 
THE OVERRIDING signifi 
cance of “ Sesame Street” is 
that it displays forcefully whai 
can be accomplished when high 
intelligence is appled wit! 
great, painstaking concentra 
tion to an immensely difficult 
problem. 
THE WOODS today are full oi 
people who are bemoaning the 
low average quality of Ameri 
can education, the wide dispari 
ties in it, the special handicaps 
of the disadvantaged which tenc 
to lock them into a vicious cir 
cle, etc. 
W ELL, H ERE we have some 
body doing something real and 
workable about all this. Ob 
viously, many pjeople are in 
volved, and the modest sums oi 
money required come both from 
federal agencies and private 
foundations. But the principal 
“ somebody” seems to be Mrs 
Joan Ganz Cooney, who heads 
the Children’s Television Work­ 
shop which puts out “ Sesame 
Street.” 
BEFO RE SHE undertook this 
remarkable milestone innova 
tion in education, Mrs. Cooney, 
on behalf of the Carnegie Corpo­ 
ration, studied a long time tc 
determine the best techniques 
for teaching preschoolers. Nor 
were she and her helpers con­ 
tent to rest on their original as­ 
sumptions. in the light of actual 
programing experience, they 
revised some things as they 
went along last year.

By RO SETTE HARGROVE 
PA RIS — (NEA) — Master - 
hairdresser with the mostest is 
40-year-old Jacques Dessanges 
who has, in the last 10 years, be­ 
come the wigking of Paris. His 
impressive list of clients is 
headed 
by 
Madame 
Claude 
Pompidou, wife of the French 
president and Brigitte Bardot. 
He has some 300 hairdressers 
affiliated by a license system 
throughout France and the rest 
of Europe. In Paris alone, Des­ 
sanges owns 20 hairdressing 
salons with headquarters on the 
fashionable Avenue President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and situ­ 
ated in a picturesque courtyard 
which once belonged to an 18th- 
century mansion. Twice a year 
he holds a seminar when he and 
his assistants demonstrate 
approximately 200 versions of 
his latest coiffures on 50 models. 
Specialists 
In Paris alone a staff of spe­ 
cialists recondition and reset 
over 1,000 wigs and hairpieces 
every day. 
While wig or hairpiece is now 
a “ must” item in most women’s 
beauty arsenal, Jacques Des­ 
sanges says that this factor has 
not caused a drop in the activi­ 
ties of his hairdressing salons. 
“ I consider a wig replaces a 
hat. A woman finds it amusing 
to change her look—even the 
color of her own hair—on spe­ 
cial occasions, and with a wig, 
she is sure of being 
well- 
coiffed,” Dessanges said. “ A 
hat did this, too, with the excep­ 
tion that it often ruined a hair­ 
do. For the busy career woman 
who balks at the idea of a time- 
consuming session at the hair­ 
dresser when faced with an un­ 
expected dinner engagement, a 
wig is the only solution,” he 
added. 
According 
to 
Dessanges, 
fashion per se is not the sole 
determining factor in launch­ 
ing any hairdressing style. 
Today, he believes, hairstyles 
are set by personalities and 
celebrities in the public eye 
more than by a dress creator. 
Usually, the latter play down 
hairdos shown with their new 
creations or else fashion-extra­ 
vagant ones which are seldom 
adopted by the public. It is also

Dessanges said: “ I personally 
believe that they will spark a 
return to the soft, wavy, curly 
hairdo of the 1930s. Also, after 
three years of long, lanky locks, 
younger people are 
ready 
for a change. Now the girls in 
the jet set and the starlets are 
all asking me to cut their hair.” 
(His hunches have generally 
been surefire with a $10 million 
turnover last year as hard-cash 
proof.) 
This does not prevent them, 
for mood-clothes or merely for a 
change, to slip on a wig or pin on 
a 
chignon. 
Both 
Madame 
Pompidou and la Bardot have 
ordered several of the new short 
wigs and coiled or plaited chig­ 
nons. So have Jane Fonda, Jean 
Seberg, Juliette Greco, Annabel 
Buffet (wife of the celebrated 
painter) and Francoise Sagan, 
the successful playwright and 
author. 
The theory that wigwearing 
causes hair to fall out is not 
true. Few are the women, points 
out Dessanges, who wear a wig 
all day every day unless, of 
course, they have a problem or 
little hair of their own. “ In any 
case, women do not go to bed in 
a wig, any more than they 
wear a hat in bed,” he said with 
a typical Gallic shrug.

NEW YORK (N E A )- A for­ 
mer newspaper food columnist 
and writer of cookbooks became 
so furious with “ getting bad 
food and being told it was good” 
that she took on the multibillion- 
dollar food industry with a 
scathing new book. 
At least, Ceil Dyer says she 
wrote “ The Back to Cooking 
Cookbook” because she likes 
good food and wants others to 
get a taste of it, too.

There is a popular belief that 
a great bridge player will know 
where every card is after a few 
cards have been played. 
This is a good story, but it has 
little foundation in fact. Once in 
awhile, the expert will get to 
know where every card is, but 
on most occasions the best he 
can do is get a very good idea. 
This is especially true when his 
opponents refuse to help. 
West opens the 10 of spades 
against South’s normal three 
no-trump contract. South pro­ 
ceeds to count to only eight 
tricks. He can make several 
more in the heart suit, but West 
may duck with the ace and king 
that he surely holds, but West 
rises with the king and plays the 
ace and another spade. East 
discards a low heart. 
Now it is up to South to go af­ 
ter the minor suits. He starts 
with the diamonds. If the suit 
breaks 3-3, he will get a fourth 
diamond trick. It doesn’t. A 
careless West discards the 
deuce of hearts on the third dia­ 
mond. 
At this point, expert South can 
claim three no-trump. He knows 
West needed both the ace and 
king of hearts for his opening 
bid. He has also shown up with 
six spades and two diamonds. 
Therefore, West cannot have 
started with more than two 
clubs. South plays out dummy’s 
ace and king of clubs and then 
finesses against East’s jack of 
clubs with certainty of success. 
An alert West can spoil 
South’s sure thing by discarding 
a spade on the third diamond. 
Now South won’t know if West 
started with two hearts and 
three clubs or three hearts and 
two clubs.

High court 
to decide 
smut cases 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —The 
S uprem e C ourt’s latest m oves 
in 
the obscenity-pornography 
field —in cases involving stag 
movies and nude photographs 
—have added to the liberalized 
trend 
in

established by previous court 
cases. 
But

significant 
indication of the c ourt’s view on 
d irty book s, skin flic k s a nd 
related m a tte r is still to com e. 
The justices have at least five 
cases 
on

opinions 
—unlike 
M onday’s 
cases which left lower court 
decisions untouched. 
The cases still to be decided 
include a challenge involving 
the sexually explicit m ovie “ I 
Am Curious (Yellow)” a fight 
against a Louisiana obscenity 
law, and tests of a few federal 
laws designed to keep sm ut out 
of the m ailboxes. 
The c ourt’s only direct action 
M onday c a m e on a 4 to 4 vote* 
upholding a lower court deci­ 
sion saying stag films w ere not 
obscene. The case ca m e from 
California w here a m an w as 
convicted 
under 
state 
laws 
barring the sale and d istribu­ 
tion of obscene m aterial. 
The 4 to 4 split, how ever, 
m eant

not 
constitute 
a 
precedent 
for 
future cases. 
M onday’s other case w as not 
a ruling on the m erits involved, 
or support for a lower court 
decision. The high court sim ply 
decided, on a 5 to 3 vote, not to 
h ea r —and th ere to let stand — 
a federal appeals court ruling 
that 
photographs

nude 
w om en, regardless of how they 
a re posed, cannot be declared 
obscene unless sexual activity 
is shown.
